KAILROAD MISMANAGlCMKNT. 
I 


One of the Onuses of the Demand for 


Government Control. 


Commenting on the demand for Gov- 


ernment ownership of railroads the 
New York Journal of Commerce says: 


" Whatever force there is in the 


clamor for State ownership of railroads 
does not come from the socialists, but 
mostly from business men who are say- 
ing little but thinking a good deal 
about the management of railroads. 


"If there is any probability of a large 


expansioa of Government influence in 
commercial affairs it will be due 
wholly to the bad and often criminal 
management, mainly through corporate 
forms, by the private persons placed in 
control. 


The average level-headed private 


citizen has always been in the habit of 
replying to the blandishments of the 


State Socialist" that private business 


is always more cheaply and efficiently 
performed than public business. But 
in the past few years he has lost much 
of his faith in the sufficiency of this 
reply, and he is in a fair way of losing 
the rest. 
It is not true that the 


prevalent railing against corporations 
is altogether, and we doubt if it is 
mainly, due to the poor man's envy of 
the rich man, even when aggravated by 
the demagogue who wants votes. It is 
due to a general impatience with the 
lack of intelligence, or honesty, or 
both, in private management of great 
interests. No Socialist or demagogue 
has ever made more savage indictments 
of certain railroad managers than have 
been made by business men of large 
experience, fay newspapers that are 
pre-eminently friendly to capital and 
private management, and by railroad 
men themselves. There is a growing 
impression that men who manage rail- 
roads have no higher sense of honor 
than other men; that their sagacity is 
not always phenomenal, and that the 
methods by which they attained con- 
trol do not afford perfect assurance 
that the interests of the stockholders 
will be carefully regarded. Not to put 
too fine a point on it, American rail- 
road management has frequently been 
disfigured by shocking incapacity and 
by gross dishonesty. The interposi- 
tion of 
the 
Government in 
the 


management 
of 
railroads 
could 


not have been accomplished by the 
'calamity howlers' alone; it was duo 
to the public appreciation of the glar- 
ing unfltness of many railroad man- 
agers for their extremely responsible 
places. And if railroad managers do 
not make broader and more evident to 
the common eye the distinction be- 
tween their methods and piracy there 
will be a great and moat unfortunate 
expansion of governmental interfer- 
ence with business. If the intensely 
practical, sensible American people are 
moving toward State socialism they are 
being goaded thereto by the scandalous 
influence of trusts at the National 
Capital and the moral and mental in- 
capacity of men administering great 
railway systems."

How The Soutliern Pacific Company 


Promotes Interstate Commerce 


EDITOB JOURNAL:—If you were to 


hunt for ajcase of audacious exaction 
by a powerful and soilless corporation, 
let me refer you to a case in point 
which came under my observation to- 
day.—Of course I refer to the anaconda, 
otherwise known as the Southern Pa- 
cific Railway Company, whose greed 
seems to pass all bounds.—A few days 
ago a merchant of Reno received a car- 
load of barbed wire from Waukegan, 
Illinois—as a matter of fact there were 
two car-loads received here about the 
same time. But it is not necessary to 
give the particulars of each, only stat- 
ing that the conditions were the same, 
so I will give the figures of the expense 
bill of our neighbor Merchant Man- 
ning, His car-load of wire, consisting
